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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Daniel Christenburg on December 6, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 8 and 9 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art has been 
found to teach, disclose, or fairly suggest a dicing tape comprising an adhesive layer composed 
mainly of a soluble polyimide and an epoxy-modified polysiloxanes; in combination with all of 
the other limitations of claim 1. The examiner is relying on Applicants' arguments on page 5, 
paragraphs 3-4, of the Remarks, and the Affidavit as the basis for allowance. 

Furthermore, the prior art of Massingill et al. (US Pat. 6,271,107) is cited of interest. 
Massingill et al. teaches a laminate 20 for dicing (see col. 3, In. 22-28), comprising a 
semiconductor substrate 10, a polymeric layer 14, and a release layer 16 (see Fig. 2; col. 3, In. 
16-21); wherein the polymeric layer can be formed on a release layer (see col. 4, In. 63-65). 
Massingill et al. further teaches the polymeric layer being an adhesive comprising a mixture of 
polyimides, epoxy functional polymers, polysiloxanes (see col. 3, ki. 53-64). However, 
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Massingill et al. does not teach the adhesive layer to have a mixture of a polyimide and an 
epoxy-modified polysiloxanes.
